firstmeeting of the State Legislature, 
and on March 27, 1850, there was pass- 
ed an act to provide for the incorpora- 
tionof towns. 
The act, provided that 


on a petition and necessary 
proofs the 
County Judge could declare the towns 
incorporated and order an election 
for 


officers, 
to be held. 
The citizens of 


Jackson made the proper showing and 
the County Judge, Henry Eno, ofCala- 
veras county, which then included that 
part of Amador County, south 
of Dry 


Creek, ..Mokelumno 
Hill being 
the 
county 
seat, 
made 
the proper order 


November sth, 
and 
the first election 


was held November 26, 1853. 
The de- 


scription of the town as 'laid down in 
the petition to the County Court was: 
''Commencing 
on the, North Fork of 


Jackson 
Creek at the mouth of the 
first gulch or tributary entering into 
said North Fork on. the south 
side 


below the Gate, running

direct southeast direction to the South 
Fork of Jackson

and he is stillhale and hearty, yet he 
isInearing the border land. 


Born inMissouri and reared in Illi- 
nois his early manhood 
was spent in 


Wisconsin which state he left in 1849 
for California across 
the plains. 
At 


that timeMr. Brown was married and 
bad a wifeand a family of six children 
whom he leftbehind until he could ex- 
ploitthe new ElDorado. InSeptember 
1849, be arrived at what is the town of 
Shasta and engaged inmining and .for 
a time, incompany withDr. ShurtHff, ' 
now of Napa, conducted a trading post. 
Mr.Brown has the distinction of hav- 
ing named Shasta. 
A meeting had 
beencalled for that purpose 
and most 
allthe population 
was in attendance. 
Several names were presented, but the 
name "Shasta" presented to the- meet- 
ingby Mr. Brown, was adopted as the 
name of the town. 
. 
Having concluded tomake California 
the future home ofhimself and family, 
Mr..Brown returned to the States 
and 


settled up bis business 
and with his 
family was again crossing the plains in 
1851. In the fallof that year the party 
rolledinto Pleasant Valley (El Dorado 
County) so named at that time by Mr. 
Brown because they struck a good lead 
there. 
After putting in about a month 
at Pleasant Valley they moved 'on to 
Jackson, 
driving up to 
the 
French 
.Gardens that they might secure 
feed 
for their cattle. 
This was in October. 
After remaining a few weeks at the 
French Gardens Mr.Brown took up a 
loton the Jackson Gate road (the one 
on whichL.Poggi recently builta new 
residence) and got out poles and shakes, 
bought the boards and builta house by 
setting the poles in the ground 
and 


nailing.on the sides and roof. . The 
floor was of dirt. The family moved 
inand Mr.Brown begun the practice 
of law. - 


Since then he has 
been con- 
tinuously connected withthe affairs of 
Jackson and of Amador County. 
He 


was president of the board of town 
tr'flsteps 
durjng' the entire tfme >!the 
tpwn was organized 
as a corporation. 


Pc practiced before the County Court 
of Calaveras county before the county 
was dividedand his name appears 
as 


attprney inthe records ol pne of the 
first' eases 
tried before

Court, at ita first session after Aniador 


In the years that have elapsed 
since 
this piece of the earth we rail Jackson 
was hrst peopled by whi:e settlers, 
the 


far greater number 
of .pioneers 
have 


passed to the great beyond. 
In some 


instances their children's children are 
stillhere to keep srreen their memories, 
whilein the majority of cases the inevi- 
table changes 
wrought by time have 


with grim precision left but a vague 
vision of the men and women of Jack- 
son during the early fifties. 


The above is called to the mind Of 
the writermost vividlyby the contents 
of a littlerecord book, the 
fly leaf of 


.which contains the following legend: 
"Records of the Proceedings 
of the 


Board of Trustees of the Town of Jack- 
son, Organized by order of the County 
Court made November 7, .1853. 
Town 


officers elected 
November 
2ti, 1853. 
FirstBoard of Trustees, elect. qualified 
Dec. 5, 1853. Charles Boynton, Clerk of 
the Board of Trustees. " 


'The vicissitudes of life are not more 
emphatically illustrated than in 
the 


small towns of the mining suctions of 
our State, where, from 1849, placer and 
hydraulic mining drow to them 
the 


brawn and brain ofthe older states, In- 
tent on seeking gold, and eager also to 
possess plenty of itand then return to 
the home of youth, to the aged mother, 
. or father, or'sweei.heart. 
and then live 
inpeace and quiet forever afterward. 
The hopes of but a very few were rea- 
lized, the result 
being that some re- 


mained in the mining towns, gradually 


\u25a0assuming positions in tliose 
walks of 


lifefor which nature and their attain- 
ments may have fitted them or their 
luck cast them; others

W.H.R.Thomas was elected the first 
treasurer 
of the 
town.

builder of the Tremont house near the 
property now occupied by the General 
Variety Store ofE. G. Freeman Com- 
pany. 
He failed in business

and left this part of the 
country about 1855, so far as known he 
has not been heard fromof late years. 


J. P. Cooledge who contested for the 


office of treasurer 
and was defeated, 


was a butcher and was commonly calle4 
"Pig" 
Cooledge. 
He 
married ! a 


daughter 6fJ.'G. HarA pf "Aqueduct" 
and' went" to the 'State' of Nevada. 
Those', who'knew himjln the olden 
times, say he has long since died. 


Amos Barrett kept a general mer- 


chandise store incompany witha man 
named Maujers on the property now 
forming part of the National Hotel and 
owned by Judge Brown. 
The agency 
of Wells Fargp's 
Express 
was in the 
store and Barrett was either clerk pr 
agent for the company. 
Barrett and 
Maujers were also interested inteaming 
and other enterprises. 
They met with 
reverses, and as the tongue of gossip, 
as now, was ever active, Barrett 
was 


accused of dishonesty and shortage 
to 


the Express Company. 
Shortly after- 
wards be 
went to Sacramento 
and 
while there committed suicide. 


P. ABowman wes a physician 
and 


passed away long years ago in the old 
hostelry 
that 
formerly stood 
about 


where the Bank block now stands on 
Mainstreet. 
So far as the writer has 


been able to ascertain 
ho left neither 
kithnor kin here to'mourn his loss. 
Geo. C. Folger, the present postmaster 
of Jackson, 
was with him when he 
died. 
He was one of the first tp be 


buried Inthe Jackson graveyard. 
. R.H. Hall, commonly called "Con- 
gress 
Hall," kept a restaurant 
and 


saloon on the property on which now 
stands Love' Hall and M. Muldoon's 
residenoe. 
He left here early and went 


toSan Francisco, where he operated a 
market • for :many years. 
He after- 


wards went toSanta Cruz and was liv- 
ing there when last heard of. 


Mr. Evans 
was one of the three 
supervisors elected to govern the affairs 
of the new county of Amador. in 1854. 
In1856 he vyas a member of the first 
grand jury which took an active in- 
terest in the suppression of vice in the 
community, and in the same .year he 
was elected Treasurer 
which office he 


filledfor two years. 


C. H. White was known as 
f'Doc" 


White and was an elder brother of D. 
C. and John White, prominent inthose 
days. 
He Is supposed to have been a 
physician, but did not practice here so 
far as the writer has been able to ascer- 
tain. 
After but a few years _in Jack. 


son he returned te the States, I 


County 
was organized 
in 1854, 
the 


record* of said Court being now part of 
the archives of the County Clerk's' of- 
fice here.s: Afterwards he practiced be- 
fore the Courts of the State and par- 
ticularly of Amador County. 
Ho was 


a member of the Legislature 
for three 


terms before 1870. In1876 he was ap- 
pointed County Judge to complete an 
unexpired 
term and afterwards 
was 


elected, serving untilthe enforcement of 
the new Conntitution, January 1, 1880. 


Judge and Mrs. Brown were married 


at the ages of 21and 17 years respect- 
ively, and lived together 
but a little 


loss than sixty years, up to the time of 
her death in1896. 
The result of their 


union was ten children, but three of 
whom are now living, Mrs. A. Askey 
ofSan Jose, Mrs. Maggie Folger and 
George W. Brown of Jackson. 
. . 


W. L.McKlm was one of the com- 


missioners selected by the Legislature 
of 1853-4 
to organize the county of 


Amador, providing the matter ofdivid- 
ingit was carried at an election to be 
held June 17, 1854. 
The election was 


carried fordivision, and the commission 
called an election for county officers to 
be held July 17, 1854, at which election 
he defeated James T.Parley, afterward 
United States Senator, for the office of 
treasurer. 
He 
was a surveyor 
here 


and of much 
prominence 
for many 


years and though he is long since dead 
his name willalways remain prominent 
in this county where he did much sur- 
veying as United States 
Deputy 
Min- 


eral Surveyor and as County Surveyor, 
the field notes of which are of record

his arrival here he

Mann was very romantic having taken 
place on the top ofButte Mountain in

many other prominent citizens.

step-son ofMr. McKiin, Henry Maun, 
is, and has been for several years,

of the most 
prominent men in San 


Francisco insurance circles. 
The step- 


daughters 
wore all married here, one to 


W. D. Skidmore who was one. of the 
clerks of the first election, one: to Hel- 
mer, Turner, V and? one

named Babcock and after his decease 
to John Burke.; Helmer Turner with 
his wife and family and his mother, 
whois the relictof the one timeCounty 
Judge of Araador, J. Foot Turner, live 
in Berkeley. 
Mr. Turner has a re- 


sponsible position in the office of his 
brother-in-law, 
Henry Mann, in San 


Francisco. 
John Burke and

liveIn San Francisco. 
When the town 


of 
Jackson 
was incorporated, 
Mr. 
Burke was a watchman and did police 
duty here. . Since going to San Fran- 
cisco he has been employed on the 
police force there and has for "many 
years been a sergeant. 


Loon Sompayrac, a Frenchman, 
was 
a storekeeper here and had a general 
merchandise store on the property now 
owned by John Chirm on Main street/ 
Mr. Sompayrac 
was married, his wife 


having died here. 
He left Jackson 


early, going to New Orleans, 
but has 


been dead many years. 


jThomas Jones, a native of Wales, for 
a Dumber of years engaged in farming 
and teaming, living on his ranch ad- 
joining town. 
He owned and conduct- 


ed for a time the Philadelphia house 
which stood 
where R. Webb's 
block 


now is on Main street. 
Later he- was 


employed in the revenue department 
of the government 
with headquarters 


at Jackson. 
For many years he was 
prominent inpolitics and affiairs of the 
town -and county. 
He has 
been, de- 


ceased about six years. 'Hisson, Harry 
Jones, withhis' family, stilllives on the 
old farm adjoining town. His other 
children are Mrs. Richard Webb of 
Jackson and Thomas R. Jones 
who is 


the head of one of the departments

the Southern Pacific Company at Sac- 
ramento. 


Ellis Evans came here in the spring 


of fifty with meat to sell, which had 
been butchered on the Cosumneb river.

Jackson.- Incompany withArmstrong 
Askey ho built the old Louisiana house 
which,' after the fire of 1862,- was .re- 
built and called the National Hotel. 
Evans and Askey were landlords ofthe 
new house untilthe death of the latter 
when Evans conducted it almost to the 
time ofhis death, about five years ago.
